Ironwood, Mich., Sept. 29 (By 
A. P.).—Rescue of 43 iron miners 
from the depths of the G. Pabst 
mine, where they were trapped five 
days was completed at 11:20 
o’clock tonight. At that hour every 
one of the imprisoned miners had 
been lifted to the surface through 
an adjoining shaft. Physicians de- 
cided a day’s rest in complete se- 
clusion, and hospital comfort was 
the best way to safeguard the 
health of the men. Upon this ad- 
vice all men were ordered to Grand- 
view hospital. 


After climbing down the 1,200- 
foot shaft and 470 feet of raises or 
small tunnels, Thomas Trewartha, 
62 years old, collapsed. He was 
supported by two men, one holding 
each arm, and could hardly walk to 
the car. 

The miners were hoisted in 
groups as soon as the relief car 
of the receiving ward was able to 
care for them. 

Trewartha, doctors said, had held 
up in fine condition until rescued. 

The first man to come out of the 
mine shaft was greeted by the cheers 
of thousands, the ringing of bells 
and blowing of whistles. 

Police protected the rescued min- 
ers as they were brought up or 
walked out of the shaft one by one. 
They went immediately to the mine 
rescue car, where they were exam- 
ined. 

The first man out of the shaft 
was Samuel F. Synkelman, 38, and 
the father of eight children. He 
was caught alone on the thirteenth 
level by the cave-in. He was 
brought all the way from the eighth 
level, through thousands of feet of 
tunnels and shafts. 

Ten thousand persons jammed 
the vicinity of the mine shaft to- 
night. Scores were drawn from 
many miles by word that rescue was 
effected. Automobiles lined the 


roads for great distances from the 
mine. 


Held Gospel Meetings. 


The weary miners, their faces 
covered with red ore dust and 
heavy growths of beard, came to 
the surface through a shaft adjoin- 
ing the opening which was clogged 
Friday by an avalanche of rock and 
slate. Leaving their improvised 
camp on the eighth level, the 
miners, one by one, started slowly 
on their peritous descent to the bot- 
tom of the wrecked shaft. There, 
they entered the adjoining shaft 
and were hoisted in the cage. 

After Sykelma came up, the 
the entrance to the shaft.

Sykelma went to the mine rescue 
car and told a nurse he wanted ‘‘to 
get washed up before he saw his 
wife,””’ who was in the waiting 
crowd.

Twigg, the proprietor, according to 
the police, the woman said: 

“Put ’em up, big boy.” 

. A moment later, according to the 
police, she elaborated on the warn- 
ing, as follows: 

“Put ’em up higher, big boy.’ 

Not Eagles’ Wife. 

The woman revealed to the de- 
tectives, they said, that she was 
not the wife of Nichols Lee Hagles, 
one of the alleged bandits charged 
with the murder of Policeman 
Busch. Her real name, she said, 
was Mrs. Reba Cooper. She said 
she met Eagles, alias Silverblatt, 
in New York six months ago, and 
two months later came to this city. 
Eagles, she said, stole a marriage 
certificate from his real wife and 
gave it to her. 

Mrs. Cooper said that she had a 
l-year-old child which has been 
adopted by a wealthy woman in an- 
other city. 

Another man was arrected last 
night in’ connection with the series 
of robberies and hold-ups charged 
to the alleged bandite gang com- 
posed of Eagles, Samuel Marino, 
Ralph Proctor and John F. McCabe. 


Drove Car for Eagles. 


The prisoner said he was John 
A. Shepherd, 24 years old, of 818 
New Jersey avenue northwest. He 
admitted, the police said, that he 
drove an automobile for Eagles, 
Marino, and Proctor the night they 
robbed the Million Dollar. Grocery 
store at 2606 Connecticut avenue 
northwest. 

Before they reached the store, 
he said, the three men got out of 
the machine, stole another ma- 
chine and continued on to the 
store. When they returned, they 
got in the machine he was driving, 
Shepherd said, and made their 
“get-away. Later, he said, he got 
a “cut” out of the loot. 

The confession of the woman 
and the arrest of Shepherd came 
at the end of a crowded day, a day 
which saw the coroner’s jury order 
Eagles, Marino and McCabe held 
for the grand jury and which 
brought an announcement from 
District Attorney Peyton Gordon 
that the case would go to the 
grand jury this or next week.

Next Session Too Short. 


Mr. Butler expréssed some doubt 
as to the pdssibility of any tariff 
revision at the coming session, and 
said that he had no idea what form 
of legislation would be practicable 
or feasible in the short period al- 
lowed. : 

The President’s representative in 
the Senate failed also to reveal any 
general program of tariff changes, 
for he said that as far as the farm 
schedules are concerned that he 
would have to be governed by the 
advice of others more familiar with 
the situation. 

Other Republican leaders have 
indicated previously their belief 
that the tariff is bound to be an 
outstanding problem.-for the party 
to face soon. 

It is Known, for instance. that 
considerable pressure has been 
brought to bear on Western sen- 
ators, notably Senator Lawrence 
C, Phipps, of Colorado, for pro- 
vision of the metal schedules.

Henderson Feels ‘‘Fit."’ 


Mr. Henderson told reporters that 
he felt ‘‘fit’’ and was convinced that 
the bread-and-water diet had been 
of benefit. Speaking in an unoffi- 
cial ‘capacity, he said he did not 
think such a diet was harmful to 
prisoners. The question of whether 
it was harmful arose two months 
ago when a Nebraska judge sen- 
tenced two bootleggers to subsist 
on bread and water for ten days. 
The only fault he had to find with 
the bread-and-water diet, Mr. Hen- 
derson said, was that it was mo- 
notonous. One got tired of the 
same thing meal after meal, he said. 
The one thing that he craved more 
than anything else, he said, was 
coffee at breakfast time. It has al- 
ways been his custom, he. said, to 
drink two cups of coffee at every 
breakfast.

Dr. Alfred C, Kolis, of Balti- 
more, said to have been a profes- 
sor of medicine at Johns Hopkins 
university, who served with the 
chemical warfare ‘branch —of the 
army, who is now attempting to 
obtain his second release from St.

and that on the contrary she was 


employed and coached in what she 


did. Mrs. Sielaff has confessed she 
was employed by Mrs. McPherson 
to produce a woman who would 
pose as the companion of Kenneth 
G. Ormiston, radio operator, at the 
cottage during a ten-day period fol- 
lowing Mrs. McPherson's disappear- 
ance last May. 


Mrs. Kennedy Collapses. 

The State alleges it was Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson who occupied the cottage 
with Ormiston. The conspiracy 
charges against the evangelist and 
the others grew out of her alleged 
attempt to manufacture false evi- 
dence in an effort to prove that she 
was not at Carmel. 

The morning court session was 
brought to a sudden end by the col- 
lapse of Mrs. Kennedy. She was 
led from the court by her daughter 
and a lawyer. She had recovered 
sufficiently to attend the afternoon 
session. Mrs. McPherson today 
showed the strain under which she 
is laboring. 

Judge Blake, after the evange- 
list’s chief attorney had protested 
that camera men and reporters had 
pursued Mrs. Kennedy when she 
was led from the courtroom, or- 
dered additional guards for the 
hearing. 

Benedict was questioned by Dis- 
trict Attorney Asa Keyes concern- 
ing photographs of Mrs. McPherson 
on which Benedict had written no- 
tations, saying they did not suggest 
the Carmel woman, which were 
shown to him by Attorney Roland 
R. Wooley before he had actually 
seen the evangelist. Keyes stated 
after reading from an inscription 
on the pictures that they were taken 
‘“‘many years ago,’ in Rochester, 
N. Y., when Mrs. McPherson was 
much younger. 


Grand Jury Record Rea... 

Tie greater part of the day was 
taken up with reading of the tran- 
script of the testimony Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson gave before the grand jury 
that investigated her reported kid- 
naping. The testimony followed 
closely the story Mrs. McPherson 
told when she reappeared in Arizo- 
na, after having been missing for 
Many days. 

Benedict, in answer to Hahn’s 
question, said he had noticed Mrs. 
Sielaff’s ankles and that they were 
entirely dissimilar to those of the 
woman who lived at his Carmel 
cottage. The ankles of the Carmel 
woman, he said, were ‘“‘heavy.”’ 

Benedict said it was evident from 
his conversation with Mrs. Sielaff 
that she had never been ‘in the 
Carmel house. He said this in ex- 
planation of his testimony yester- 
day that he thought at the time 
thatthe woman was a “monumental 
faker.’’ 

Benedict cited several discrepan- 
cies in Mrs. Sielaff’s description of 
the Carmel house as his reason for 
disbelieving her.

MUSSOLINI PARLEY 
WITH CHAMBERLAIN 
VEILED IN SECRECY 


Dictator to Meet British For- 
eign Secretary at Concealed 
Rendezvous Today. 


ITALIAN RULER SOUGHT 
INTERVIEW, LONDON SAYS 


Abysinian ieee ahd Locarno 
Pact Results Mentioned as 
Subjects for Discussion. 


Rome, Sept. 29 (By A. P.).—In- 
tense interest has been aroused 
here by news that Premier Musso- 
lini and Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
foreign secretary for Great Britain, 
will confer tomorrow at some secret 
place. 

Dispatches from London indicate 
that the place is Civitavecchia, 50 
miles from Rome. Some circles in 
Rome say the meeting will take 
place on a man of war on the high 
seas, while others maintain a yacht 
will be used. Still others think 
that the conference will be on 
shore. 

The Associated Press learned to- 
night that the meeting will not take 
place aboard a man of war. A 
yacht is being kept in readiness for 
the premier, however, if he should 
need it to reach Sir Austen at sea. 

La Tribuna expresses the opinion 
that the meeting will probably be 
concerned with particular questions 
affecting Italy and Great Britain 


-and leading to an exchange of views 


on the question of strengthening 
mutual policies in the Mediter- 
ranean. The paper also believes 
that the entire European situation 
will be considered with reference 
to the Locarno pact. Giornale 
d’Italia says that the meeting un- 
doubtedly would increase the tra- 
ditional intimate relations between 
Italy and Great Britain. 

“Be it enough to recall the ac- 
cord over Abyssinia about which 
the most absurd and fantastic sup- 
positions have been made while in 
realty it offended the interests of 
nobody,’’ the paper says. “It must 
also be recalled what sympathetic 
attitude England assumed to- 
ward Italy in the Tangier af- 
fair. Finally, Italy and Great 
Britain have found themselves 
side by side rendeying  possi- 
ble a new Franco-German under- 
standing by guaranteeing the past 
of Locarno.”’ 


Requested by Mussolini. 


London, Sept. 29 (By A. P.). 
The British foreign office tonight 
stated that tomorrow’s' expected 
meeting between Foreign Secretary 
Chamberlain and Premier Mussolini 
somewhere in Italy. was arranged 
at the request of the Italian pre- 
mier. 

Beyond stating this, the foreign 
ment on the meeting. 
premier merely asked to see. Sir 
Austen, who is now on a holiday 
cruise in the Mediterranean, it was 
stated. British officials, on the 
whole, have shown little interest in 
the expected meeting and have been 
reticent to discuss it. 

Geneva, Sept. 29 (By A. P.). 
The forthcoming conference  be- 
tween Sir Austen Chamberlain and 
Premier Mussolini is attracting in- 
terest in League of Nations circles, 
where it is believed the British and 
Italian statesmen are certain to 
discuss the Abyssinia and Tangier 
problems.

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Small Commission Paid 
Ancient Tax Collector 


London, Sept. 29 (By A. P.). 
The busy tax’ collector of the 
ancient city of Karania, ih Cen- 
tral Egypt, in the second cen- 
tury A. D., got about 1 per cent 
commission on his collections, it 
is revealed in two long Greek 
papyrus rolls, soon to be present- 
ed to the University of Michigan. 

The rolls, unearthed in Egypt 
recently, are 60 and 40 feet in 
length, respectively, and are 
among the longest ever found. 

In each entry the/name of the 
person. comes first; then fol- 
lows a list of properties as- 
sesssed, real and personal, with 
the amount of the tax recorded 
in the margin against each item. 
[The tax collector’s commission 
runs to about 1 per cent in items 
already examined, while in some 
there is a charge for exchange to 
cover the conversion of copper 
coins into the silver value of the 
lrachma.

SINCLAIR OIL HAMMERED 
TO LOWEST OF THE YEAR 


Company Statement Denies It 
Is Injured by Teapot 
Dome Decision. 


OWNS PART OF MAMMOTH 


New York, Sept. 29 (By A. P.).— 
Common stock of the Sinclair Con- 
solidated Oil Corporation was ham- 
mered down to a new low level for 
the year at $18.50 a share on the 
New York Stock Exchange today on 
selling inspired by the decision of 
the United States circuit court of 
appeals at St. Louis, reversing the 
decision of the lower court in up- 
holding the lease on the Teapot 
Dome oil reserves. The stock ral- 
lied to 19% at the close, as against 
a high 24% earlier in the year. 

The Sinclair corporation, in a 
statement tonight, declared the cir- 
cuit court can have little effect upon 
that company, stating that the Sin- 
clair company is not a principal.in 
the case, its imterest being due 
merely to the ownership of about 25 
per cent of the stock of the Mam- 
moth Oil Co., which controls the 
lease. — 

“The district court ruled in favor 
of the Mammoth. company when the 
suit first went to trial,’’ the state- 
ment said. ‘‘Now the circuit court re- 
verses this decision, and the next 
step will be the Supreme Court of 
the United States. If the decision 
of the circuit court is sustained, 
any accounting to be made will be 
made by the Mammoth Oil Co., and 
the position of the Sinclair company 
in this connection would be similar 
to that of other stockholders, 
shares being nonassessable.

HELD UP GAS STATION

confederate, John F. McCabe. 
When Eagles heard two days ago 


that McCabe had denied taking any 
part in the murder of Policeman 
Busch, he became enraged and 
prayed fr a chance to ‘‘get even.” 

On the witness stand at the in- 
quest yesterday, Eagles pointed his 
finger at McCabe and shouted: 

‘“‘That’s our leader, right there.”’ 

‘When Eagles left the stand, the 
coroner’s jury deliberated and de. 
cided to hold Eagles, McCabe and 
Samuel Marino for the action of 
the grand jury. 


Tells **‘Whole Story.” 


Eagles was handcuffed to Ma- 
rino when he announced that he 
wanted to take the stand. He 
started forward, dragging Marino 
with him. Coroner J. Ramsay 
Nevitt warned him that. whatever 
he said might be used against him. 

“I don’t care,’’ said Eagles, “J 
want to tell the whole story.”’ 

Eagles spoke in the argot of the 
underworld and many of the wit- 
nesses were unable to understand 
him. Whenever he mentioned the 
name of McCabe, there was a veno- 
mous sound in his voice, He sar- 
ecastically referred to him as Mr. 
McCabe. : 

He said that the expedition that 
ended with the murder of Police- 
man Busch began when John Proc- 
tor called at his house Saturday 
evening. Proctor is now in a Bal- 
timore* hospital, suffering from 
wounds inflicted by Policeman 
Busch. 

“Proctor 


begged me to go out 
with him,” said Eagles, ‘‘but I said 
‘no. At midnight he came back 
and pleaded again. Marino and J 
were playing casino and drinking 
coffee. He wanted both Marino 
and I to go.”’ 


Wife Pleaded With Him. 


Eagles said his wife pleaded with 
him not to go, but he finally decided 
that he would go. Proctor told him, 
he said, that they were going to do 
a job of hijacking, involving 20 
cases of “‘red’”’ liquor.. 

After leaving his house, they 
went to Proctor’s house, the witness 
said, and there they met McCabe. 
The four of them, he said, then set 
out in an automobile. 

After holding up an automobile 
on a Maryland road and robbing 
the occupants, Eagles said, they 
started back for Washington. On 
the way in they suffered.a flat tire 
and went to a taxicab telephone 
box. This was near Grant circle. It 
was at this point that the quartet 
were arrested by Policeman Busch 
and Policeman Frank L. Ach. 

While the policemen were taking 
them to the patrol box, Eagles said, 
Proctor turned to him and said: 

‘‘Nick, we’ll have to shoot our 
way out.’’ 

A moment later, Eagles said, he 
heard a shot and began to run, with 
Marino after him. Marino told him, 
Eagles said, that he had been shot. 

From this point, Eagles described 
the flight of himself and Marino 
and of their capture. He ended by 
pointing to McCabe and branding 
him as the leader of the gang.

BY FRENCH MAKERS 


Uses Firewood Instead of 
Gasoline; Goes 60 Miles 
Without Replenishing. 


DIFFICULT PRINCIPLE 
APPARENTLY CONQUERED 


Bureau of Standards to Im- 
port Truck to Study Prog- 
ress of Experiments. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

With ordinary firewood instead 
of gasoline as fuel, the latest model 
in French automobiles has now un- 
dergone satisfactory tests, and is 
offered for sale by the ‘well-known 
Berliot Co., of Paris, which has 
been working on the problem for 
many months with the aid and en- 
couragement of the French govern. 
ment, particularly thé war office. 


The bureau of standards here, 
which has been keeping track of 
progress in the experiments, sees 
no reason to doubt reports flashed 
from Paris that the gasolineless 
auto has at last proved a success 
and is to be a feature of the Paris 
National Automobile exposition. 

A 14-seat automobile bus has 
traveled 3,280 miles at a fuel. cost 
of 315 worth of wood*‘in lieu of 
gasoline at prohibitive. French 
prices, according to th reports 
from abroad. Light wood4burning 
motor ‘trucks are reported ready for 
commercial uses. The French gov- 
ernment’s campaign to find a sub- 
stitute for gasoline in case of emer- 
gency appears at last to have been 
crowned with success. One of the 
new French machines will shortly 
be brought to Washington, it is 
said, that a study may be made 
of the methods by which Frenéh 
ingenuity has apparentlw solved 
the problem. 


Principle Is Not New. 


There is no new principle in- 
volved in using wood or charcoal 
instead of gasoline, experts of the 
bureau of standards declare. But 
the successful application of this 
wood-burning principle to a vehicle 
as small as an automobile and the 
elimination of the handicaps which 
have so far obstructed the French 
in their work mark a revolutionary 
sign of progress, according to those 
who have been following the work. 

Wood or charcoal, sufficiently 
heated, it is pointed out here, pro- 
duces carbon monoxide which pro- 


duces water gas when mixed with 


steam or water. This gas is not 
very different from gasoline in its 
combustion, the experts here point 
out, and consequently this water 
gas would act gn a specially con- 
structed carburetor the same way 
that gasoline acts in the ordinary 
automobile. 

But the difficulty, it is pointed 
out, has been in devising a genera- 
tor or retort for the formation of 
the gas which would not be alto- 
gether too weighty and too bulky 
for automobile use. Experiments 
carried on in the Balkans with the 
cooperation of the French govern- 
ment demonstrated that railway 
cars could use charcoal successfully 
as fuel, but here the question of 
weight and bulk did not ptove a 
serious handicap. 


Feeding Problem Met. 


Another major difficulty which 
held up the successful completion of 
the French experiments was. the 
handling of the fuel-feeding prob- 
lem in ‘such manner as to enable 
the operator to drive the car with- 
out having to keep replenishing his 
stove or apparatus with fuel. George 
K. Burgess, director of the bureau 
of standards, is interested in know- 
ing how sufficient wood can be car- 
ried without, increasing inconven- 
ience of passengers. As a matter 
of fact, the experts at the bureau 
are not yet convinced that the 
French intend: to apply the new 
wood-burning cars to passenger car- 
rying. Reports concerning ma- 
chines ready for the market men- 
tion heavy auto-buses and light 
trucks but not’ passenger automo- 
biles. 

It is said at the bureau, however, 
that the new French invention 
might easily be applicable to any 
make of automobile, providing the 
necessary changes in generator and 
carbureter were made and a means 
supplied for burning the wood or 
charcodl. 


Wood Fuel Ever at Hand. 


Judging from reports so far re- 
ceived, the operators of the new 
wood-burning cars will never be 
confronted with the unwelcome 
predicament of giving out of gas. 
If wood gives out in the car they 
can chop fagots, if in the country, 
or collect kindling from the near- 
est se and go merrily on their 
way.' The light trucks run 60 miles

Special concessions in the matter 
of taxation are understood to be 
offered by the French government 
to those who operate motor ve- 
hicles on the gasolineless plan.

The inception of France's interest 
in finding a substitute for gasoline 
came from the world war and the 
fact that France imports all her 
gasoline and has made the subject 
a continuous matter of military in- 
terest. In England, during the war, 
experiments were made in driving 
trucks with illuminating gas car- 
ried in collapsible balloons, and the

HIGH FINANCE DESCRIBED 


Dallas, Tex., Sept. 29 (By A. 
P.).—A glimpse into huge financial 
deals was given here today by L. 
F, Loree, chairman of the boards 
of the Missouri-Kansas-Texas and 
the Kansas City Southern railroads, 
testifying at an Interstate Com- 
merce Commission hearing on the 
proposed merger of these two lines 
with the &t.

All Alive and Well. 


The imprisoned and starved min. 
ers were found “alive and well’’ to. 
day an eighth of a mile from the 
earth’s surface. A plea for light 
greeted rescue workers who crossed 
a shaky 30-foot “cat walk’’ and 
penetrated the prison of the men. 

The miners reported they had 
subsisted on birch bark tea, which |» 
they made im their lunch buckets 
over the fire of their miners’ lamps. 

Shortly before noon miners 
and rescue workers from Chicago 
worked their way up to the twelfth 
level from another level almost half. 
a mile from the earth’s surface and 
found a ladder extending to the 
eighth level in fair condition. They 
threw rails and power lines acros# 
a 30-foot chasm and with the dar- 
ing of tight-rope walkers skipped 
across to the hole of imprisoned 
men to be greeted by Tom Trewar- 
tha, a sturdy mine boss, who re- 
ported all hands well. 


Signal by Tapping Pipe. 

Rescue workers tapped a signal 
on an iron pipe shortly before they 
reached the men, receiving a signal 
in reply. George Hawes, assistant 
director of safety of the Pullman 
Co. of Chicago, who: formerly; 
worked here and who volunteered 
for rescue work, was the first across 
the “‘cat walk’’ ‘and was greeted by 
Trewartha, who grasped his hand. 

‘‘How are you?”’ Hawes asked. 

‘We are all O. K. Forty-three 
men all right, We lived on tee 
made from birch bark.”’ 

Hawes shouted the news to bis 
companions who hurried to an outer 
shaft and reported the men “alive 
and well.”

Unfortunately for such aspirants, the voters 
do not necessarily transfer their admiration 
for Mr. Coolidge to all persons who advertise 
their devotion to him. Popularity is non- 
transferable. If Mr. Coolidge were to make a 
point of insisting that the voters should re- 
' elect candidates specified by him he would be 
taking over the weaknesses and disqualifica- 
tions of many men in many States, and the 
defeat of these candidates would be a defeat 
for him. He will not make this mistake. 

If.a candidate for the United States Senate 
is not in himself a capable public servant, in- 
dependent enough to do his own thinking and 
yoting, he does not deserve to be in the Senate. 
© The fact that his political ideas coincide with 
~ those of President Coolidge is to his credit, 
if he is a Republican, but it is not a sufficient 
_ reason for electing him to the Senate. 

The campaign in each State should be 
fought on, the merits of candidates as well 
as upon the issues that thrust themselves to 
the front. Voters are very independent nowa- 
days and will exercise the right to judge a 
candidate by what he is, not by his record of 
voting always as he thinks the President would 
like to have him vote.

THE COTTON PROBLEM. 


The steady decline in the value of the cotton 
crop has brought great distress throughout 
the South, and a movement is on foot to devise 
a method for relieving the situation. Not 
since 1922, when the average price reached 
the low figure of 12 cents per pound has the 
staple sold as far bélow the cost of production 
as it is selling today,: which is around 14 
cents. While the estimates of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture indicate a total ¢rop of 
15,810,000 bales for the season of 1926 as 
against 16,103,679 bales in 1925, the trend 
of the price is steadily downward. This is 
due to the fagt that a very large portion of the 
crop of 1925 was carried over into the pres- 
ent season, combined with the indisposition of 
the spinners to aid the market by purchases 
for future use. 

Some of the spokesmen for the cotton grow- 
ers insist that the cost of production is-in the 
neighborhood of 24 cents per pound, and that 
as a consequence the sale of stocks on hand 
at present prices would involve a loss to 
growers of upward of $700,000:000. This 
doubtless is an exaggeration, as the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture computes the average 
cost of making a bale of cotton to be $90, or 
18 cents per pound, and this computation is - 
based upon the reports of costs submitted by 
1,405 planters throughout the States which 
grow the staple. 

It is now proposed to bring about an agree- 
ment whereby there will be a radical change 
in the farming methods of the South based 
upon crop diversification and an ironclad 
promise on the part of planters to curtail the 
planting in 1927. A syndicate of bankers is 
reported to be willing to advance the neces- 
sary funds to enable the growers to hold off 
the sale of their crops under agreement to 
curtail the crop of next year. The Dage of 
this tentative plan is that these bankers will 
advance 75 per cent of the present market 
value of the holdings of the planter who will 
agree to plant no cotton whatever next year, 
with a smaller percentage of loans upon thé 
holdings of others who will pledge ) 
selves to reduce their acreage. / 

In the meantime Texas bap‘kers have of- 
fered to advance $50 pep“bale on 1,000,000 
bales of the crop of that State, with interest 
at 6 per cent... Now York bankers offered to 
aid the lodn. but the offer was declined. 

It is Plenerally agreed that before the move- 
mew in aid of the growers can be brought to a 
héad the planters will be required to enter 
into a binding agreement to curtail production. 
But this is easier said than done. Many 
planters could not curtail production if they 
would, and others would not if they could. 
Their ultimate salvation depends upon diversi- 
fying their output, so that their lives would 
not depend solely upon cotton.

THE WORLD SERIES. 


The American league season closed yester- 
day with the Washington team intrenched in 
fourth place and entitled to a small slice of 
the world series money. A year ago when the 
season ended the Nationals were still pos- 
sessors of the proud title of world champions 
and for the second time won the pennant in 
the junior organization of the big league. 
They were flung from their high estate by the 
Pirates, who, like their friendly enemies of a 
year ago, also have skidded and must be satis- 
fled with third place. 

Just what caused the slump of the Na- 
tionals is a question that can best be answered 
by the technical experts. Even the layman, 
however, knows that much of the disaster is 
due to the increasing years of those veterans 
Johnson and Coveleskie and their inability to 
sustain the pace that made them stellar per- 
formers in the baséball world. The club as a 
whole got off to a poor start, and it was not 
until midsummer that it obtained a footing 
in the first division. The “breaks’’ went 
against the Nationals; and that, from the view- 
point of the fan, explains everything. 

Next year holds out the promise of better 
things. Thé slugging the past season was 
above the average, but those who have studied 
the capability of the new blood that has been 
injected and are familiar with the doings of 
those who have gone through the doldrums of 
the last year, predict that Washington next 
year will have the fastest team in the league. 
Let us hope this prediction will be verified. 
Rain wiped out the double-header scheduled 
for yesterday in Philadelphia. Had Washing- 
ton won both games the contending teams 
would have tied for third place; had Washing- 
ton lost both, her title to fourth place still 
would remain good. The season is dead and 
gone; local fans have their eyes turned to the 
future.

Light motor trucks 
can run a distance of 60 miles with one fuel 
charge, at a cost 80 per cent less than at pres- 
ent. 

The abtctadle of the driver of a machine 
staljed for lack of fuel, gathering twigs and 
branches to enable him to proceed to the 
next woodpile would be amusing. If gen- 
erally adopted, the family question who will 
carry away the automobile ashes and shake 
down the grate is sure to become pressing. 
The question of future cost of a berry box, 
when wood becomes valuable as an automo- 
tive fuel, may become serious. Full details ‘of 
this mechanical marvel will be awaited with 
interest. 


CANADA PROTECTS ITSELF. 


The Canadian minister of customs and ex- 
cises has put into force a new regulation gov- 
erning the import duties on foreign fruits and 
vegetables into Canada. Customs collectors 
are authorized to impose what is called a 
special or .‘‘official’’ valuation on all foreign 
fruits and vegetables. If the foreign invoice 
or export value is more than 5 per cent less 
than the domestic value in the country of ex- 
port, an additional assessment equal to the 
difference between the export vafuation and 
the ‘fair market value’’ in Canada is to be im- 
posed, the total duty not to exceed 15 per cent 
¥ the yaluation. 

This ruling is in accordance with Canada’s 
antidumping law. It is essentially the same 
principle as that embodied in the United 
States antidumping law. Its purpose is to 
protect Canadian fruit and vegetable growers 
against unfair competition. No country can 
afford to make itself the alumping-ground of 
goods which are deliberately undervalued. 
American fruit and vegetable growers have 
no legitimate cause to complain against the 
Canadian ruling. 


FORESTALLING CANCER, 

More than * .v of the world’s leading au- 
thorities ou cancer met recently at Lake 
Mohcrik,. N. Y., for a four-day session, the 
cyowning result of which was publication of a 


Single statement on cancer, containing the com- 


plete basic knowledge of the disease upon 
which the experts agreed. Designed both for 
the medical profession and the public, the docu- 
ment is regarded as the most important pro- 
nouncement of its kind ever made. 

Of chief interest to the public is the state- 
ment that cancer for all practical purposes 
is neither contagious, infectious nor hereditary, 
although a certain predisposition or suscepti- 
bility is apparently transmissible through in- 
heritance. However, there no reason tv 
fear if a parent or parents or other members 
of a family have suffered from cancer that it 
will appear in succeeding generations. 

It is also announced in the statement that 
cancer frequently can be cured, provided it is 
discovered and treated by competent physi- 
cians in. its early stages. The cure of the 
disease depends upon discovering the growth 
before it has done irreparable damage to .vital 
parts of the body and before it has spread to 
other parts. The only forms of treatment thus 
far justified by experience and observation de- 
pend on surgery, X-rays and radium. 

It is to be hoped that the statement formu- 
lated at Lake Mohonk will help to make in- 
dividuals vigilant in dealing with symptoms

Pan-American conference of na- 
tional directors of public health 
that concluded its three-day session 
in the Pan-American Union build- 
ing yesterday. 

Eradication of plagues through 
an intensive study of its spread by 
rats was one of the phases of the 
inter-American fight against dis- 
ease, in which the public health 
officials pledged themselves to co- 
operate at the session yesterday. 
Careful scientific tests will be made 
of the manner in which rats carry 
plagues from infected ports to ports 
of other American republics. 

All ships engaged in international 
commerce will be rat-proofed as a 
means of prevention of disease 
spread, under plans indorsed by the 
delegates. The great economic say- 
ing resulting from rat-proofing ves- 
sels in the United States was point- 
ed out at the conference and it is 
probable that similar methods as 
used here will be adopted in the pro- 
gram of work laid out by the sis- 
ter republics. 


Motion Pictures Favored. 


A resolution was adopted calling 
for the preparation of educational 
motion pictures which will be pre- 
pared under the direction of the di- 
rector of the United States public 


health service and distributed for 
use in popular health campaigns 
throughout the republics of North 
and South America. These films 
will show the methods of receiving 
and handling pasteurized milk, vac- 
cination against smallpox, typhoid 
fever and other contagious diseases, 
sewage disposal and other phases 
of city health work. 

Indicative of the appreciation of 
the importance of sanitation in the 
South American republics, a cable- 
gram was received from Colombia 
stating that that government re- 
cently had appropriated $11,000,- 
000 for sanitary work. 

Consideration was given yester- 
day to the program for the eighth 
Pan-American sanitary conference 
to be held at Lima, Peru,'in Octo- 
ber, 1927. The sanitary code, pro- 
viding cooperative health measures 
for the Pan-American republics, 
which was indorsed by the dele- 
‘gates to this conference, will come 
up for ratification by the Latin- 
American nations at that confer- 
ence.* This country and six other 
nations already have approved the 
code. 

Library Is Presented. 


One of the features of the clos- 
ing day of the conference was the 
foundation and dedication of 4a 
library to the Pan-American sani- 
tary bureau. Books were present- 
ed by the delegates at the cere- 
mony held in the patio of tle Pan- 
Americn Union pbuilding with Sur- 
eeon General Hugh S. Cumming, 
chief of the United States public 
health service and president of the 
conference, presiding. 

A reception was held at the Pan- 
American Union building last night 
by the Secretary of State and Mrs. 
Frank B. Kellogg, in honor of the 
delegates. Music was furnished by 
the United States Marine orchestra 
and a buffet supper was served fol- 
lowing the reception. The palatial 
home of the Pan-American union 
was decorated with orange and red 
dahlias and palms and other greens. 

The delegates will be received by 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge at 
the White House this afternoon at 
4 o’clock. The health directors will 
remain in the city for the rest of 
the week to attend the sessions of 
the International Union Against 
Tuberculosis, after which they will 
go to Philadelphia to inspect the 
health exhibits of the United States 
government at the Sesquicentennial 
exposition.

Purchase three (or less) pounds 
of neck of lamb, cut or have cut in 
small pieces and place the meat 
with one sliced onion in an iron 
frying pan.

NCE upon a time a Chicago 
daily terviewed a number 
of cooks each of whom had 
cooked in one family for ten or 
more years. Each cook was asked 
what was the secret of her success 
in pleasing her employer over 80 
long a period. 
One cook attributed her success 
to her ability ‘to make good soups. 
I have before me a copy of “The 
Modern Hospital,’’ containing an 
article by Miss Rhoda A. Tyler en- 
titled “Soup, the Standard Diet in 
All Countries.” From this we 
learn that our friend, the Chicago 
cook, was not as original as we had 
thought her to be. 
Alexander Dumas wrote: 


“French 


‘lcuisine owes its superiority. to the 
rexcellence of its bouillon, which is 


a product of a continuous simmer- 
ing over a period of seven hours.” 

Miss Tyler says: ‘‘France, more 
than any other European country, 
has won national and international 
fame for the excellence of her 
soups. Mrs. Pennel writes that it 
is the soup that appeals to the trav- 
eler and makes traveling so easy 
and luxurious in France; and 
Henry James was enthusiastic over 
his bowls of bouillon, and in his 
‘Little Tours of France’ he de- 
scribes it in rich verse.’’ 

After describing the soups of all 
the world in all the ages, Miss Ty- 
ler ends with this statement: ‘‘The 
nutritionists impress upon us its 
value in the diet. Not so much for 
its nourishment as for the refresh- 
ment it furnishes the weary trayv- 
eler and for the stimulation of the 
gastric juices.”’ 


This sentence was quoted for the 


purpose of disagreeing with the 
statement. It is true that most of 
the bouillons and other clear soups 
‘are principally valuable for their 


flavor, but this is not true of the 


other soups.

“The people of the District shouid 
not stand for the situation either 
way,” he said. “‘If the property is 
being underassessed, then other 
property owners are paying a dis- 
proportionate share of taxes. If ex-

Regardless of the attitude of the 
people, the Federal government is 
going to be protected, he said.

Goes From New York to 
Hampton Roads in New 
Plane Without Guidance. 


WIND BLOWS MAP AWAY 


Flying a service-type single-seat- 
er pursuit land plane under un- 
favorable weather conditions and 
without a guide, Lieut. Frank H. 
Conant 2d, U.S. N., bureau of aero- 
nautics, made an unintentional rec- 
ord flight from New York to Hamp- 
ton Roads, a distance of 312 miles, 
in 1 hour and 50 minutes Tuesday, 
the Navy Department announced 
yesterday. . 

Lieut. Conant, one of the candi- 
dates for the U. S. Schneider cup 
racing team, winner of the recent 
Mitchel field and Philadelphia con- 
tests, went to the Curtiss factory 
at Buffalo, N. Y., to receive the 
new fighting plane and flew it to 
Garden City, L. I. He left there at 
2:35 Tuesday afternoon and Inaded 
at Hampton Roads at 4:35, cross- 
ing New York harbor at 2:46. 

There was no regular map avail- 
ble at Garden City, so Lieut. Co- 
nant obtained a blue print of his 
course and started on a direct line. 
While rearranging the folds of the 
map off Barnegat, N. J., the wind 
tore it from his hand, leaving only 
the portion showing the country 
between Mineola, N. Y., and As- 
bury Park, N. J., which was of no 
use to him at that time. 

North of the Delaware capes he 
encountered a fog, necessitating a 
descent to 300 feet. The visibility 
was so low that it was impossible 
for him to discern the coast line. 
South of the capes he encountered 
& rain storm, and after this cloudy 
weather into Hampton Roads. 

Due to the fact that his compass 
was new and had not been com- 
pensated, it was not possible for 
him to fly acompass course. On 
landing he learned that he had ay- 
eraged 156 miles an hour from 
field to field. 

Lieut. Conant made no attempt 
to break a record, the motor op- 
erating at normal cruising speed 
throughout the trip.
